LEGISLATURE HONORS 
UMPHREY 

Tuscaloosa's legislative delegation will 
present Shelton State President Tom Umphrey 
with a resolution from the Alabama 
Legislature in recouitition of a statewide honor 
Umphrey received earlier this year. T he 


presentation will be made during a press 
conference scheduled for August 17 at 10 a.m. 
in Room 41 1 on Shelton’s Skyland Campus. 

In March Umphrey received the 1995 
Distinguished Leadership Award for Two- 
Year Colleges. This award is given annually 
to one of Alabama's two-year college 
presidents by the Association of Alabama 
College Administrators and the Alabama 
Association for Women in Education. 

Umphrey received the Distinguished 
Leadership Award in recognition of Shelton's 
accomplishments over the past several years. 
In 1992 Shelton became the first two-year 
college in the state to move from the quarter 
to the semester system, enabling Shelton to 
better serve its student body. 

In 1 994 Shelton made a commitment to the 
principles of quality management at the 
college, began construction of Shelton's new 
campus, successfully completed the merger 
between Shelton and C. A. Fredd, and received 
an unconditional reaffirmation of its 
accreditation status and approval of the merger 
by the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools. 

During the fall of 1994, Shelton broke 
ground on its new campus. Completion is 



scheduled for 1997. 

In 1992 Shelton began the process leading 
to reaffirmation of its accreditation by 
undergoing a self- study. In 1994 a visiting 
committee reviewed the college's compliance, 
using a set of SACS criteria. The final 
evaluation was made by the Executive 
Committee of the Commission on Colleges of 
the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools. The merger between Shelton and 
Fredd was approved by SACS in 1994. 

All of the faculty and staff of the college 
are invited to attend the press conference.

MANAGING OUR RECORDS 

Shelton Cleans House 

Since its inception in February, the 
College's Records Management program has 
made good progress. With help from Loretta 
Jones, Joan Kempster, Karen Crombie, and 
Paul Brown, approximately 100 boxes of old 
college records have been cleared for 


destruction. These were primarily old 
instructor records and business records that no 
longer needed to be kept. Deans Howington, 
Kynard, and Fredd have worked to clarify the 
records schedules for instructional documents, 
such as syllabi and gradebooks, and have 
initiated a project to develop Master Course 
Syllabi, with the help of fran Turner, for all 
courses. 

The Records Management Group, which 
consists pri: arily of college administrators 
and is facilitated by Debbie Grimes, who 
serves as college records officer, has adapted 
ihc Alabama College System General Records 

Schedule to include specific information on 
Shelton's records. 

Other activities of the group include the 
addition o; records series numbers to all 
printed forms (as they are reprinted) and the 
purchase and distribution of stamps to be used 
for records to be filed. Dean Howington 
reports that he finds the use of "official" 
records series numbers and the records 
schedule to be quite helpful in completing 

reports for SACS and in documenting college 
activities.

HOW TQM HELPED ME 

Notes from Fran Turner, 
Reading Instructor 

"I am applying what I have learned in TQM 
training to make improvements in Shelton's 
reading program, After getting student,

instructor, and administrative input in the form 
of a Needs survey and a course evaluation, a 
Customer Service Policy has been developed 


and implemented. The Minute Paper is a 
TQM tool that 1 frequently employ. It is a 
quick and effective way to get student 
feedback on lectures and application activities. 
The Plus/Delta is also used to identify the 
strengths and weaknesses of an activity. The 
Crawford Slip has been an excellent way to 
introduce group work and generate ideas for 
introducing new topics. The Cause and Effect 
Diagram is an effective way to help students 
identify major ideas in the text chapters. 

"TQM training has cut the amount of time, 
and given direction to meetings as the college 
moves from committees to teams. It has also 
helped me identify and document needs in the 
Reading Department such as having class roles 

with each student's placement scores and 
highest course passed on the first day of class 
and an updated roll with the same information 
by the third class meeting in order to assure 
accurate course placement."

Calling Shelby 

The online library catalog at Shelton can 
now be accessed from your home or office 
computer by following the direction given 
below. You must have communications 
software and a modem connected to your 
computer. 

Once you are connected with DIALPAC, 
you may search by author, title, subject 
heading, or keyword for books available in the 
Shelton State libraries. Although all 
periodical titles and holdings are included in 
Shelton, there are currently no online full text 
articles or indexes available. 

In addition to searching for library

materials, you may use special features that 
allow you to search for abbreviations 
(Abbreviation Finder) or related terms {Word 
Search ), or the American Heritage electronic 


dictionary. 

Depending upon your computer, you may 
print screens on your own printer (usually by 
pressing the PRINT SCREEN key). 

To get help once you are logged on, follow 
directions given in the command line at the 
bottom of the screen. Report any problems 
to the director of library services, ext. 2233, or 
the library systems officers, ext 2327, during 
regular library hours. 

To make the connection with SHELBY, 
you will need to set your communications 
software as follows. You may have to 
experiment with terminal emulation types to 
find one that works for you.
